Students will attend for only 174 days 
in the 1983-84 school year, the Granite

With six “snow days” offset by an 
eight-day delay in the start of the term, 
pupils will attend for two days less than 
scheduled, 174 instead of 176. The delay 
stemmed from most teachers’ decision

“This kind of assistance 
program, which requires the 
cooperation of governments 
and private groups on all 
levels, can best ensure that 
dollars are spent for those 
most needing help.”

Each year in Illinois, the 
number of teenagers who 
become parents increases. 
In 1981, more than 27,000 
babies were born to teenag- 
ed mothers.

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Learning centers assured for year . 


The Granite City Board of 
Education has agreed not to 
alter or eliminate schools’ 
learning centers in 1984-85. 

This was one of the in- 
formal, initialed agreements 
reached by teacher and 
district bargaining teams as 
they simultaneously com- 
pleted wording of a formal, 
43-article agreement that 
went into effect Sept. 2. 

The board also does not in- 
tend to reduce class size by 
redistricting present atten- 
dance boundaries or by bus- 
ing students from one school 
to another. 

Some transfers of. pupils 
are being made this week in 
instances where bonafide 
reasons are cited by families 
and where there is room to 
accommodate the students. 

The board and Teachers 
Local 743 reached harmony - 
on a schedule under which 
some class size averages 
will result in rehiring of 
dismissed teachers, and 
other averages will trigger 
adjustments in at least 50 


percent of the cases. 

A formula sets these initial 
and second trigger points: 
kindergarten, 34 and 37; first 
through third grades, 33 and 
35; fourth through sixth 


4 grades, 36 and 39; and 


seventh through twelfth 
grades, 37 and 39. 

Once the lower figure has 
been reached for a par- 
ticular grade in a building, 
half of such classes will be 
adjusted by assignment of 
more teachers; flexibility 
was retained because of the 
physical limits of some 
schools and because two 
classes of the same size may 
differ in pupil learning 
readiness, negotiators said. 

When the higher enroll- 
ment average is reached, all 
of the affected classes will be 
adjusted on the basis of 
sixth-day @nrollment. 

The boatd will not have to 
resolve problems where the 
adjustment would create 
classes of less than 20 pupils.

Dramatic changes in 
household composition have 
combined with substantial 
housing cost increases and 
high interest rates to raise 
questions about the future 
need and form of housing in 
the United States. 

A recent report by Robert 
E. Mendelson and John E. 
Farley of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville 
concluded that the housing 
development pattern, which 
emerged from the federal 
programs of the post-World 
War II period, cannot con- 
tinue unchanged. The 
monograph, *‘American 
Housing in Transition," 
from the Center for Urban 
and Environmental 
Research and Services, con- 
tains separate papers by the 
two researchers. 

Mendelson’s position is 
that, for the first time since 
World War II, the ability of 
many Americans to con- 
tinually upgrade their 
residential space seems to

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be lessening. At the same 
time that financial capacity 
to afford housing is dropp- 
ing, political support for 
housing is declining and 
dramatic demographic 
shifts are occurring. 

He points out that persons 
now entering the residential 
market will feel increased 
financial strain and will 
have to work harder to pur- 
chase and maintain dwell- 
ings. Young buyers already 
depend on multiple incomes 
to handle housing expenses 
and they will pay a greater 
share of their income in the 
future. Most of the new 
forms of financing assume 
increases in mortgagers’ in- 
come; should incomes 
stabilize or decrease, the 
result could be foreclosures 
or bankruptcies. 

Accoring to Mendelson, 
housing consumption will be 
reduced despite heavy 
resistance from owners and 
renters. While continually- 
increasing consumption has

been a societal aspiration for 
the past four decades, future 
expectations will have to be 
lowered. 

Farley analyzes the 
changes in household struc- 
ture and the effects of those 
shifts on future demand. He 
examines the causes of a 
pronounced trend during the 
past decade toward more but 
smaller households. Among 
the causes of this trend are a 
shift to a lower birthrate, 
postponement of marriage, 
the rising divorce rate, a 
reduced tendency for adults 
(married or unmarried) to 
share housing with their 
parents, and the increased 
proportion of elderly (and 
often widowed) people in the 
population. 

Farley argues that, 
because these trends repre- 
sent fundamental changes in 
American life-style and 
demography, and because 
they are the causes of the 
shift to more and smaller 
households, it is unlikely that 
present and future economic 
difficulties will ‘bring a 
return to fewer, larger 
households, as in the past. In 
Farley’s view, “The salient 
question for most will be how 
can we maintain the lifestyle 
we want im the face of 
economic constraints?” 

Although they disagree 
somewhat on what the future 
holds concerning household 
size and structure, both 
papers agree that the cur- 
fent situation is a major 
‘departure from past housing 
patterns and the result will 
be deep and permanent 
changes.

Aging rail tracks which are “nearly 
unusable” pose another problem. There 
are 19 rail tracks on the property, all of 
a light nature which could not be used 
by a major industry, ranft said. 

‘Terminal Railroad serves the proper- 
ty, which means that all cargo brought 
in will be subject to a transfer fee as it 
is switched from a major rail carrier to 
the local Terminal system. 

Another factor is that the GSA will 
not accept a bid lower than the govern- 
ment’s appraised value, which is kept 
secret.

Cahokia Mounds fascinate 


Cousteau team during visit 


By JIM WOODCOCK 
Ryntha Johnson was sit- 
ting in the model village at 
Cahokia Mounds State Park, 
dressed in saggy Indian at- 
tire and weaving a woojen 
blanket. 

‘Above and around her 
were crew members of the 
Jacques Cousteau expedi- 
tion, which is traveling up 
the Mississippi River. 

“Let’s show everyone 
what they have.to appreciate 
in the Midwest,” Reid Lewis 
told her before filming 
began. ‘This isn’t something 
everyone just flies over.”” 

Mrs. Johnson, a 36-year— 
old curator for the St. Louis 


Museum of art and part-time . 


back-strap. weaver, was re- 
enacting pre-historic river 
life for the camera crew and 
Calypso divers. Lewis, along 
with his brother Ken, are ad- 
vance .film scouts for the 
Cousteau expedition, which 
arrived in St. Louis last 
week. 
Whil¢ a tanned French and 
ish film crew worked, 
Johnson explained how 
weaving’ might have been 
done at Cahokia - Mounds 
when it was. a pre-historic 
trade center. 


Lewis translated in 
French to head diver Ray- 
mond Coll, who. nodded his 
red-capped head (the 
‘Cousteau divers wear their 
red-knit caps almost all of 
the time). Coll watched 
‘Johnson work, and then ask- 
ed questions in French. 
Lewis translated again, and 
$0 the interview progressed. 

Both Lewis brothers speak 
French smoothly, which pro- 


vides them with translator 
roles for the Cousteau crew. 

Both have also re-enacted 
historic expeditions down 
the Mississippi by canoe (the 
LaSalle expedition in 1976 
and the Marquette-Joliet ex- 
pedition in 1971). Their river 
expertise lends the Cousteau 
#xpedition valuable 
background. 

But why are disciples of 
Cousteau, usually con- 
sidered the oceanic type, in 
the dry Midwest digging out 
anecdotes about Indian lore? 

“Ja started looking 
into freshwater bodies a few 
years ago when he looked at 
rivers on a world map,” Ken 
Lewis said. ‘‘He said that 
they ‘looked like roots to a 
tree, and then he derived 
that rivers are the roots to 
the ocean.” 

But it went much further 
than that once Cousteau’s 
curiosity was awakened, ac- - 
cording to Lewis. 

Cousteau followed with the 
theory that in pre-historic 
times, rivers were the 
primary influence on the 
civilization of man. 


“And the Mississippi is the 
most interlinked river to 
civilized man,” Lewis said. 
“We've been to the Nile and 
Amazon, but nothing like 
this.” 

Which is the reason 
Cousteau’s crew started the 
Mississippi, expedition in 
New Orleans five weeks ago 
after.a three-week planning 
session. There is no 
timetable as to when the ex- 
pedition will end in St. Paul, 
Minn. 

It also is the reason the ex- 


pedition studied evidence at 
Cahokia Mounds — evidence 
which suggests the 
Mississippi truly was 
responsible for civilization 
throughout much of the 
Midwest. 

The Lewis brothers travel 
by car ahead of Cousteau’s 
crew, searching for in- 
teresting leads to film for a 
one-hour special presenta- 
tion. 

Once a four-month editing 
session has been taken care 
of, Lewis said the film should 
be ready for unveiling at the 
New Orleans Worlds Fair 
during the spring. 

Later, it will be shown by 
the Turner Broadcasting 
System, which also is a spon- 
sor of the expedition. 

Although the journey is on- 
ly five weeks old, Lewis said 
nearly five hours of film has 
been shot. The reason, he 
said, is because the Cousteau 
team is “fascinated” by the 
trip and particularily 
enhanced with the St. Louis 
area. 

“They’re definitely very 
impressed with everything 
here," Lewis said. ‘‘And one 
reason we made this trip in 
the first place is because 
Jacques is a big Mark Twain 
fan. 

“The Mississippi is a great 
river, which is the reason 
you have this,” Lewis added, 
motioning to the Cahokia 
Mounds area. “The river is 
what brought these people 
here in prehistoric times, 
and it does so much for you 
today. It is a well-managed 
river.” 

Al Lewis has to 
travel in advance of the ex- 


pedition’s vessel Calypso — 
a Cousteau trademark along 
with the red-stocking caps — 
he has had plenty of time on 
shooting locations to get to 
know Cousteau and his crew. 

“Jacques is just an amaz- 
ing man for his age,"’ Lewis 
said. “I know he’s in his 
seventies; he’s down to earth 
and greatly, greatly ad- 
mired by* his crew of 
divers.” 

And the divers, Lewis said, 
are a rare breed. ‘“‘They are 
a most unugual bunch of 
men,” Lewis said. “They 
must not ly be expert 
divers, but they must also be 
expert film makers as well. 
They must be the very best 
in both, and that is hard to 
find.” | 

Lewis added that the op- 
portunity to explore the 
billion-gallon| Bonne Terre 
Mine, 40 miles southwest of 
St. Louis, provided 
Cousteau’s diving squad 
with an unexpected delight. 

“When they came over on 
this trip frorn France they 
didn’t think they were ever 
going to get into the water,” 
Lewis said. ‘But when that 
mine flooded jit left lockers, 
equipment and all sorts of 
surprises down there for 
them to find." 

Before the expedition left, 
Lewis wanted to leave a 
message to the St. Louis 
area on behalf of Jacques 
Cousteau and: his expedition 
crew. 

“‘We are here to foster an 
appreciation for the water 
resources you have in this 
area," he said, “on the 
theory that you don’t destroy 
things you appreciate."" 


School bus for Hamilton Drive 


An additional bus route to 
serve the Hamilton Drive 
area of Maryville Elemen- 
‘tary School was approved 
Tuesday night by the 
Granite City Board of 
Education, but any further 
bus system expansions will 
await a state survey this 
month. 

‘The new route was created 
on the basis of ‘‘serious safe- 
ty hazard findings.” A lack 
of sidewalks, requiring 
youngsters to walk on a 
roadway, was cited. 

Whether more routes will 
be planned will depend on 
results of a study by state of- 
ficials, Assistant. Supt 
Frank L. Kraus said. 

Kraus related that ‘‘Public 
Act 81-762 amended Sections 
29-3 and 29-5 to allow 
districts to receive reim- 
bursement from the state 
superintendent of education 
for busing of school children 
for distances of less than one 


and a half miles where walk- 
ing constitutes a serious 
hazard to pupil safety due to 
vehicular traffic. 

“The Act provides that a 
school board may provide 
free transportation in such 
cases, but does not mandate 
it. (Buses are provided for 
distances of 1% miles or 
more from schools or from 
public bus stops.) 

“This law provides that 
transportation shall not be 
provided if adequate 
transportation for the public 
is available. 

“Under the Act, a local 
school board is to determine 
what constitutes a serious 
hazard, in accord with 
guidelines of the Illinois 
Department of Transporta- 
tion in consultaion with the 
state education superinten- 
dent

A woman from the vicinity 
of Ball and Ferguson 
avenues said she could join 
with other parents in hiring a 
bus and driver to serve her 
neighborhood, but that she 
thinks it is unfair to have to 
bear the expense. She 
estimated the cost at $13 to 
$14 a month. 

Kraus said there are seven 
other areas with similar 
situations.

CHAMPAIGN—Although Daren 
DePew, a 1983 graduate of Granite City

In August, Coach White indicated he 
may divide the duties in the first two 
games between White and DePew, but 

* he decided to use White solely in the 
first; game and. analyze the per- 
formance afterwards. 

“Daren is very much a candidate for 

position, but we’re not going to 

nate the kickers in our first game. 
We're going to give Chris the opportuni- 
ty to prove himself against Missouri 
and then look at his performance,” 
Coach White said. 

“Daren was a highly recruited 
(reshman, and he and Chris had the 
purest form of competition for the posi- 
tion on the team. We named Chris the 
kicker for Saturday because he looks a 
little more prepared to go,” Coach 


White said. 

Coach White said both DePew’s and 
White’s kicking ability both match the 
ability of their predecessor, Mike Bass, 
during the start of his junior year. Both 
kickers were able to kick 45-yard field 
goals during practice on a natural grass 
surface. 

Bass is the Illini’s all-time leading 
scorer with a 209 point career. 

Illini coaches noted DePew has the 
stronger leg of the two, but he had some 
problems adjusting to the artificial turf 
of Dlinois’ Memorial Stadium. The turf 
affected his approach to the kicking tee 
that kept him from gaining the ac- 
celeration needed to kick the ball hard 
and accurately. 

“Daren’s going to be an excellent 
kicker, but you can’t have two kickers 
in a game because it puts so much 
pressure on the kickers. He won't kick 
the first game, but he will be given the 
opportunity to show himself,” Coach 
White said. 

Because of the closeness of the 
placekicker battle, DePew may have a 
chance to prove himself against Stan- 
ford Sept. 17 in the Dlini’s home opener 
in Champaign.

New option for 
Army reserves 


Prior service military 
veterans and members of 
the Army individual ready 
reserve who wish to affiliate 
with a local: U.S. Army 
Reserve unit may now select 
a new training option, if they 
qualify.

. The Illinois unemployment 
insurance system, after ap- 
parently operating under 
sound fiscal conditions for 
many years, has fallen vic- 
tim to the hard economic 
times, Comptroller Roland 
W. Burris says. 

During the past decade, 
the payroll tax levied on 
employers has not generated 
sufficient revenues to 
finance benefit payments. 

Burris said the end result 
for the state has been 
massive borrowing from the 
federal government to sup- 
port the state system, and 
recently-enacted legislation 
will provide only partial help 
for the system.

— Designed to be counter-- 
cyclical, with revenues ex- 
ceeding benefits during 
economic expansion and a 
drawing of those reserves 
during recessions, the Il 
linois jobless insurance 
system suffered in the last 
decade because payroll 
taxes had not generated the 
revenues needed to finance 
benefits. 

Deposits had grown to 
$2.816 billion in fiscal 1983, 
eight times the total of fiscal 
1974, but disbursements 
went out even faster, $2.910 
billion in fiscal 1983. 

— Even with dramatic in- 
creases in contributions 
“from employers, Llinois still 
found it necessary to draw 
loans from the federal 
government in six of the last 
eight years to meet its 
obligations. 

Under normal conditions, 

contributions from Illinois 
employers provided the ma- 
jor portion of total deposits 
in any one year. But that 
percentage decreased dur- 
ing recessionary periods to 
where it was necessary to 
borrow $1.253 billion in fiscal 
1983 — over 44 percent of 
total deposits. 
In the past decade, 
regular benefits have grown 
from $208.2 million in fiscal 
1974 to $1.789 billion in 1983, 
an increase of $1.581 billion 
or almost 8.6 times the 1974 
total. The supplemental 
compensation program, 
which provides up to an addi- 
tional 16 weeks of benefits, 
amounted to $708.5 million in 
fiseal 1983 and accounted for 
24.3 percent of total 
disbursements. 

The dramatic increase in 
disbursements was the 
result of higher unemploy- 
ment, increases in average 
benefit payments, and ex- 
tended benefits made 
available by the federal 
government. 

— Average weekly benefit 
payments for regular 
unemployment insurance in- 
creased steadily over the 
past ten years, going from 
$63 in fiscal 1974 to $153 per 
week in 1983, up $90 or 240 
percent. 

— By the end of fiscal 1983, 
Illinois had borrowed $3.127 
billion, of which $2.379 billion 
was still outstanding ($877 
million was interest-bearing 
debt and $1.502 billion was 
interest-free). 

Since interest can be 
charged at a rate of up to ten 
percent annually, the ex- 
pense could become a major 
burden to the Illinois system. 

— Illinois was not alone in 
experiencing problems with 
financing the unemployment 
insurance program. 

Through March, 29 states 


and the District of Columbia . 


were in the same predica- 
ment, with the large in- 
dustrial states of Illinois, 
Michigan, Ohio and Penn- 
sylvanie owing $9.8 billion, 
or 71.2 percent of all debt. 

— The Illinois Unemploy- 
ment Insurance Law was 
amended in March to raise 
the tax on employers and to 
reduce benefit payments. 

According to one source, 
the tax increase would 
generate an additional $1.150 
billion by 1986 while benefit 
reduction would reduce 
disbursements by $776 
‘million. The net result would 
be an improvement of $1.926 
billion over a three-year 
period. 

— Summary: The Illinois 
unemployment insurance 
system is a victim of the 
recessionary period that 
began in the mid-1970s. 

While contributions to the 
system by Illinois employers 
have risen dramatically, the 
number of unemployed has 
increased much more so, 
and the length of unemploy- 
ment has stretched even far- 
ther. 

The result is a massive 
debt owed to the U.S. for 
loans made to the Illinois 
system 

Measures recently 
enacted could give the Ii- 
linois system a chance to 
recover by increasing 
employer taxes and reduc- 
ing benefits to the 
unemployed.

Cosmetology classes 
revamped by schools 


A revised format for 
cosmetology instruction was 
approved Tuesday night by 
the Granite City Board of 
Education. 

Weekday classses will last 
four hours a day for both 
juniors and seniors, com- 
pared to three hours for 
juniors and three and a half 
hours for seniors previously. 

All the cosmetology 
students will continue to at- 
tend for eight hours every 
other Saturday.

Amish live in the area between Mattoon and Charleston in Eastern Illinois. 

The Amish is a Protestant sect which has strift doctrines that totally governs the way of 
life. They came to Illinois more than 100 years age from Pennsylvania in search of new land 
to farm. Amish life is extremely simple with thei homes and clothing very drab and unap- 
pealing to our way of lite.

Grid independents tough

It’s tough enough to make the Illinois 
High School Association football playoffs 
when your football team is in a conference. 

It’s even tougher when your team is an 
indepedent. Both Granite City High 
School’s and Madison High School’s foot- 
ball teams are going to find out how dif- 
ficult it is this year. 

The consolidation of Granite City’s two 
high schools caused the Gateway East 
Conference to shrink to four schools and 
made the conference an unofficial con- 
ference in the eyes of the IHSA. Thus, 
Granite City could conceivably win the 
GEC and still not make the playoffs. 

Meanwhile, both Madison and East St. 
Louis Assumption were kicked out of the 
Quad County Conference last spring. While 
the remaining teams plus Waterloo, a 
first-year football school, created the 
Cahokia Conference, both Madison and 
Assumption schools are still independents. 

Since both Press-Record area football 
teams and the’ other three GEC teams, 
Belleville Althoff, Edwardsville, and 
Cahokia, are independents, we’re going to 
review. the method in which indepedents 
qualify for the playoffs. 

First of all, indepedents and conference 
runners-up have to have at least a 800 
record to qualify for the playoffs. Since 
Granite City and Madison both play only 
eight games, both teams have to have 7-1 
or 8-0 records to be considered. 

Using that qualification alone,.all four 
GEC schools could be knocked out of the 
playoffs this year. In the last two seasons, 
the GEC champions, Granite City North 
and Althoff, did not have .800 records. 


- Because of Granite City’s and Madison’s. 


_indepedent status, they would have a bet- 
ter chance of making the playoffs than a 
conference runner-up. 

Since there are 78 football conferences in 


Ilinois and 96 playoff berths, 16 in each of 
the six classes, there are only 18 spots left 
for the independents and the wild card 
teams. There is a system to determine the 
top 16 teams if more than that number play 
.800 ball. 

The first system is figuring regular 
points by winning or losing to teams better 
than .500, at .500 and below .500. If there is 
still a tie, then points are awarded by 
classs that school was in during the 1982 
football season. 

For example, if Granite City and Althoff 
had 7-1 records and had the same number 
of points in the first system, Althoff would 
more than likely beat out Granite City for 
a berth simply because of size. 

Most of the schools on Althoff’s schedule 
are larger than it while the team’s on 
Granite City’s schedule are either in the 
same class or smaller. Since extr'a points 
are given to defeating larger schools, 
Althoff could gain more points than 
Granite City in that system. 

If the teams are still tied after that’ 
rating, then the regular and the class 
points are added together and divided by 
the games played for a per-game rating. If 
that is the same, then IHSA would either 


flip a coin or roll peas to decide the ~ 


qualifiers for the playoffs. 

Fortunately for Granite City, this is pro- 
bably the only year it will be an indepe- 
dent. Next year, the Warriors will be 
members of the Southwestern Conference 
and can qualify by winning that con- 
ference. Either way, the Warriors would’ 
be Class 6A, the highest class. 

Even if Granite City doen’t qualify this 
year, it can maintain some pride by winn- 
ing the GEC for the last time.

Anytime a coach returns his top six 
scorers, his entire forward line, two out of 
three starting midfielders, and three of 
four starting backs from a team that 
posted a 15-4-1 record and reached the 
semifinals of the NCAA Division I National 
Championships, he has reason to be op- 
timistic. But for the 1983 Cougars of 
Southern Illinois University at Edward- 
sville, the optimism may be cautious. 

For Head Coach Bob Guelker, the early 
pre-season optimism suffered several set- 
backs when last year’s starting mid- 
fielder, and this year’s senior captain, Leo 
Bourneuf, suffered an injury and will be 
forced to sit out the 1983 campaign. Things, 
didn’t get any better when Guelker learned 
that one of his top freshmen recruits failed 
to meet NCAA requirements and will also 
be forced to pass up the 1983 season. Ac- 
cording to Guelker, ‘‘What was a team 

_ with not only outstanding field talent but 
also tremendous bench strength has all of 
a sudden bécome a team where several of 
our top reserves and freshmen are going to 
be forced to become starters.” 

If the Cougars are going to make a 
strong bid at their 15th consecutive NCAA 
post-season tournament appearance they

But what may become the mark of the 
1983 squad could be the return to top form 
of forward Steve Schell and the addition of 
prep All-Americans Steve Trittschuh, Don 
Henry, Mike England and John Gates. 

To Guelker, who is entering his 25th year 
as a collegiate head coach, the key ingre- 
dient for this year’s team may be rounding 
out the squad with a freshman back and a 
relatively untested goalkeeper. 

According to Guelker, “freshmen could 
be a big factor in determining the amount 
of success we have this year. Not only are 
we going to have at least one freshman in 
our starting line-up but we are going to de- 
pend on the newcomers to serve as our top 
back-ups at several key positions.” 


When talking about the Cougars’ 
backfield for 1983, there is only one thing 
for suré—Chris Hundelt will be in the star- 
ting line-up.
